Charges of lack of “good faith” on 
the part of Councilman White and 
of a “political maneuver” to prevent 
location of the new city hall adjacent 
to Fulton county courthouse, as con- 
templated by citizens of Atlanta who 
voted for the city hall project in the 
bond issue, called for scathing words 
which bordered on personalities. 

The measure finally was passed 
with one dissenting vote—that of Mr. 
Allen—after a futile attempt to table 
the entire proposal was lost by the 
margin of only one vote. 

Mr. Allen charged that “neither 
Councilman White nor anyone clse 
would be willing to sell property at 
the appraisals now on city tax assvss- 
ors’ brooks.”

DAWES PLAN URGED 


TO RESTORE FRANC 


Rift in Lute in Anglo- 
American Relations Seen 
by Opponents of U. S. 
Debt Settlements. 


BY CHARLES M. M’CANN. 

Lendon, July 19.—A Dawes plan 
for France has emerged as_the chief 
concrete suggestion during a day's de- 
bate in the house of commons marked 
by bitter attacks on American “com- 
mercialism’” in connection with war 
debt payments. 

E. C. Grenfell, British partner of 
J. P. Morgan, indorsed the proposal 
for such a program of French re- 
habilitation. 

The most outspoken resentment 
against the United States since the 
days before the world war was read 
into the records of parliament. 

By inference, the American govern- 
ment was dubbed the “shylock” of the 
world. 

Sir Philip Snowden, former chancel- 
lor of the exchequer; Hilton Young, 
who lost an arm in a gallant raid on 
Zeebrugge in the war, and other lead- 
ers todk part in the: criticism. 

Late in the evening Winston 
Churchill, -ehaneellor of the exchequer, 
came in with. a belated defense of 
‘American debt settlements. 

Rift in Lute Seen. 

“There ig a small rift in the lute 
of Anglo-American relations today,” 
said Young. in leading the attack on 
Ameétfican debt settlements: “That 
rift is due to a small minority in the 
United States which insists on treat- 
ment of the debts on a commereial 
basis. It is these people who make 
their ledger -their bible and their 
commercialism their god.” 

Snowden prefaced his remarks re- 
garding a. Dawes plan for France. by 
criticism of the American debt at- 
titude. He said that the United States 
would take all the reparations pay- 
ments obtained from Germany and 
that not one of the allies would get 


a penny. 

‘This condition of affairs cannot 
be continued permanently and it isn’t 
to thé interest of America to continug¢ 
jit,” he said. “It would be better for 
the United States to do the generous, 
magnanimous thing and not to place 
England in the humiliating position 
of going, cap in hand, to beg re- 
vision of the debt settlement.” 

Snowden then took up the Franco- 
British debt settlement and declared 
that “France will require her Dawes 
plan for she seems unable to put her 
house in order.” 

Snowden’s suggestion of a Dawes 
plan for France received the im- 
mediate indorsement of Grenfell, part-

Bewilderment inci- 
dent to the unusual circumstances, the 
Asheville pastor said, caused him to 
give the name of Smith. 


Affair Investigated.

Dr. H. K. Boyer, Methodist pastor 
at Shelby, is defense counsel for Dr. 
Chappell. Dr. Boyer was formerly a 
lawyer. , 

Expressing confidence today in the 
favorable outcome of. the trial, Dr. 
Boyer said that testimony for the de- 
fendant would be quickly presented 
by a small number of witnesses. Dr. 
Chappell himself and physicians are 
expected to present the major. part 
of the evidence in his behalf.

fair and just to the farmers of the 
south as well as to the farmers of the 
rest of the country. He said the 
farm relief question, the question of 
reducing the protective tarjff and the 
question of reducing traasportation 
costs’ for the people are the three 
major questions to be faced. 

“Any pérson who can read knows 
that we are not in-any league of na- 
tions,” Senator George said. “We are 
not in any world court. We have only 
laid down the principles to other na- 
tions under which we would utilize the 
world court. Even ‘now none of the im- 
-portant powers of the world have 
agreed to our stipulations. Some of 
the bigger powers have indicated that 
they are unwilling to aceept the terms 
we have laid down. So if they do not 
accept our conditions that ends the 
matter as far as we are concerned. 
To try to make the League of Na- 
tions or the world court an issue is 
merely to set up a political scarecrow.” 

Senator George told the crowd he 
would discuss the issues of the cam- 
paigi. in exactly the same tone as if 
it were an off election year and he 
was not a candidate. 

“IT had hoped to come back in va- 
cation time and discuss the many 
questions before congress with the 
people to get their ideas,” he said. “It 
turned out that I have opposition. I 
shall not make my race on the de- 
merits of any but on the merits the 
people of Georgia might find in me 
and in my record. 

“T am going to ask the indorsement 
of the people of Georgia not on the 
tneory that I have not made mistakes 
and not on the promise that I will not 
make mistakes in the future. I come 
here during a piece of a term as 
senator to give an account of my 
stewardship and to outline the ques- 
tions confronting the senate of the 
United Stetes.”’

ing in offering his services to the 
state. but asserted that he felt” iin- 
pelled to do something in’ this time 
of need in the state. 


Favors Some Bonds. 


He said he was not an advocate of 
the proposed $70,000,000 highway 
bond issue, but stated that he fa- 
vored an issue ip a more reasonable 
amount that would take care of the 
rural roads leading fo the rural 
schools and the churches and court- 
houses, an equal amount for the erce- 
tion of centralized school buridings in 
every county in the state, and a like 
amount for use for the improvement 
of the state highways. 

He attacked machine politics in this 
state as being responsible for the 
present crisis in affairs and spoke of 
the use the heads of the “machines” 
in Georgia are making of these ma- 
chines for personal aggrandizement. 
He said the “political machinery of 
the highway department is being used 
unfairly for the furtherance of John 
Holder’s candidacy for governor.”

Dr. Hardman stated that he had 
been instrumental in the making of 
laws to give Georgia better roads and 
that no one could, truthfully say he is 
not for better roads,- but that he ob- 
jected to the use of an office by a 
candidate for the purpose of further- 
ing personal ambitions. 

Business Man Needed. 

The speaker dwelled on the great 
need of a thorough business admin- 
istration of, the state’s affairs, and 
mentioned that an Atlanta paper had 
called Mr. Holder a “business man,’ 
stating that he would be willing and 
glad to place his own business record 
in the balance with that of Mr. 
Holder’s. 

He said that the burden of poorly 
handled government affairs have 
fallen, as always, upon the farmer 
and the laboring man, and demanded 
to know how it was possible under 
the laws for such a condition to arise 
as would necessitate the closing of 
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the small banks, and asked who was 
to blame. He answered this query 
with the statement that it was the 
great interests of this state which 
dominate state affairs.

PILSUDSK! DEFIED 
BY POLISH PREMIER 


BY FLOYD GIBBONS.

Wesiaw. July 19.—The ’ Pilsudski 
government today broke two months 

of silence. 

Before a noisy meeting in the diet, 
Premier Bartel made a long report on 
the revolutionary government's 
achievements in the last 60 days and 
described the cgbinet’s future policy 
in mostly negative terms, listing what 
the minister of war is not going to do. 

Prolonged laughter and shouts of 
derision greeted the premier’s state- 
ment, that “it is clearly understood 
that the foreign affairs of Poland are 
managed by the governinent and not 
by the minister of war” which was 
accepted in some quarters that the 
cabinet has thrown down the glove of 
defiance to Marshal Pilsudski and 
that he is to confine his influence 
hereafter to the ministry of war. 

Political circles opposed to the fiery 
maréhal believe the latter still holds 
dictatorial powers “and that the pre- 
mier’s statement on the government's 
independence was dictated by Marshal 
Pilsudski for the purpose of allaying 
the fears of Poland’s neighbors who 
see trouble ahead if the republic’s 
foreign affairs are directed by the 
head of the army. 

“Changes and reorganizations are 
now taking place in the Polish army 
which have been prompted by the 
economic needs of the country and not 
by an imaginary spirit of aggressive- 
ness of the country.” said Premier 
Bartel. “The war minister is aiming 
only to increase the efficiency of his 
forces now existing and no extension 
of the army is contemplated. I must 
emphasize the peaceful tendencies of 
our foreign policy and one proof of 
this is found in the energetic nezgotia- 
tions now beijing carried on for a 
treaty with Gerinany. The principle 
of our policy is to maintain peace 
and uphold the authority of the state. 
We desire the cooperation of all coun- 
tries and stand on a basis of alliance 
with them, and with good will for 
our peighbors we endeavor to settle 
all existing complications,” the pre- 
inier asserted. 

In this connection, it is recalled 
that an hour before Premier Bartel 
spoke, when the government sent the 
Polish-Rumanian treaty to a com- 
mittee “for a final consideration, a 
communistic deputy opposed it on the 
ground that it envisaged an slliance 
with the military and wes directed 
against Russia.

Farm -Relief Legislation. 


The direct business in hand is the 
crystallizing of sentingent in favor of 
farm relief legislation like the Mc- 
Nary-Haugen bill which failed in 
congress recently. Election of sena- 
tors and congressmen who will give 
farmers not only sympathy but votes 
is tu be urged. In the background is 
the tariff question which because of 
various ramifications actually causes 
more worry among eastern republican 
leaders than simple farm relief agita- 
tion. 

This tariff factor though - still 
quiescent, bears watching. Some farm 
leaders declare that the farmers’ trou- 
bles are due to the fact that industry 
is protected by a high tariff which 
throws it out of line with agriculture 
and gives it a-higher price scale. The 
McNary-Haugen bill was framed to 
make the protective tariff effective 
on farm products by keeping the -do- 
mestic supply down to ‘the point 
where the proteciive wall would be- 
come effective. Farm leaders are de- 
claring that if they don’t get the Me- 
Nary-Haugen bill they will insist on 
downward tariff revision for industry 
to equalize it with agriculture, 

This fertile ground is being culti- 
vated industriously by democrats who 
see in the situation the first real hope 
of arousing popular interest in tariff 
revision. ‘They are promising that if 
they get control of congress they will 
immediately enact a‘ bill restoring the 
competitive tariff principles the Un- 
derwood law passed under the Wilson 
administration.

There are some hints that interna- 
tional bankers are developing anti- 
protectionist views. They have large 
loans abroad and the only way these 
can be repaid is by the borrowers sell- 
ing goods to America. This fecling 
has not become pronounced yet but 
some protectionist republicans are at- 
tributing revision agitation in part to 
this influence.

Represen- 
tative Tincher, of Kansas, who spon- 
sored in the house the Fess farm re- 
lief bill which Coolidge indorsed, says 
that wheat farmers receive an average 
of 23 cents a bushel in protection. 
Under free trade on wheat, Minneap- 
olis prices were 5 to 8 cents a bushel

Besides the usual concourse of haut

HOW DOCTORS AND NURSES 
KEEP WELL. 

What is the secret which enables 
doctors and nurses, intimately ex- 
posed to disease every day, to escape 
as a general rule? 

The answer to this question, which 
people still ask, is that doctors and 
nurses do not escape infection, except 


by certain specific diseases against 
which we have ayailable the means of 


ath.

In Durand hospital, John McCor- 
mick institute for infectious diseases 
in Chicago, the nurses formerly had a 
diphtheria rate of 13. per cent. That 
may seem latge, but ‘it is really a low 
rate as compared with the experience 
of other large hospitals for infectious 
diseases. But high or low, it was too 
much, and the physicians of the hos- 
pital decided to improve the record. 

Schick tests were made on 808 per- 
sons, mainly nurses and medical stu- 
dents, and had positive reactions, 
245 negative. The positive reaction 
means that the individual is without 
immunity. The negative reaction 
means that he has sufficient immunity 


to tect him against the danger of 
di cinaete. 


n these tests the usual preponder- 
ance of immunity among urban dwel- 
lers, or the usual preponderance of 
susceptibility among rural residents 
was. manifest. Thus, among the per- 
sons residing in rural places 79 per 
cent showed positive.reactions; among

Mickle described himself as “veneral 
assistant to everything and everybody 
around the First Baptist ehurch.” 

Persistent questioning of Mickle, 
who sai? that he once had been in the 
United States secret service, elicited 
the information that “there were three 
principals in the conspiracy. 

Mickle, who seemed to be in a high 
state of excitement, intimated that 
one of the three was “sacrificed.” 

“Do you mean Chipps?’ he was 
asked.

Assigned to the third floor, the man, 
calling himself Zecaro, appeared in 
the hotel lobty at 3 o’clock this morn- 
ing, saying he was hungry. The clerk 
directed him to an all-aight restau- 
rant where he might obtain sand- 
wiches. He did not return. 

Early today an employee of the 
hotel, finding the door of the Zecaros’ 
room ajar, switched on the lights and 
found Mrs. Zecaro or Van Alston 
dead. She was kaeeling by the bed, 
crucifix in hand. Apparently the 
shots that killed her had been fired 
from a distance as she prayed, for 
there were no powder burns. The po- 
lice say that since guests on the same 
floor heard no shots a silencer must 
have been used by the slayer. 

Letters addressed to Mrs. Charles 

Van Vliet were found opened in 
the dead woman’s pocketbook, one of 
them referring to her supposed fear 
since 1918 of violent death at the 
hands of an “enemy.” The only actual 
clue to her identity was obtained from 
Mrs. Owen Ford, this city, who keeps 
a roomrag house patronize@ by the- 
atrical folk. She said the woman 
slain had lived in her house three 
months and was known there as Mrs. 
Van Alston.
